health. Foolhardy folks 
carelessly incur the 
change, of taking eold, regarding the condition lightly. It is a reck- 
lessness for wliu li many have paid dearly. 

A coid siiould be treated most carefully, as frequent ' ■ in 
crease the liability of its recurrence. There i> nothing mon ...Ui> iilt 
and more irregular in ch.uai tcr to treat ami to cure than a eor\/a 
(cold in the head), which may terminate in pneumonth by affecting 
the bronchial tubes and lung tissues. 

A cold is the result of a devitalixalion of a part, as of the mucous 
membrane, with a change from the norm.il M .,,.1 erpiafization and sup- 
ply, by reason of which a change in .secret. on or excretion occurs. It 
is first a chemical change, then a microbe change, as, lor instance, 
when the activity of the glands of the mouth— an activity that i«. ilt- 
structive to certain germs — is cheikcd by <:i>nge»tion, changing the 
snnic from an alkaline to an arid reaction, allowing the germs to thrive 
where formerly the chemical con<lition of the fluid destroyed them. It 
is a curious fact that colds are on the increase since the abolition of 
boots, and the wearing of ihin -oled shoi s ( Inc oi the greatest neces- 
Mlics to maintain health is to keep the feet warm. Attention should 
be given to the equalization of Ihe heat of Ihe body by prop'-r under- 
wear, and wiirm woollen atockings are of inestimable value. The 
warmest clothing worn should be that which is nearest the body. 

It is a Inith that persons who keep their pores freely open by 
sen'^iblc bathin;,', llironj^di .i « ui;r-c of vejrs, .n.- less inclined to colds 
than those who do not. U'lt here i wish to speak very emphatically 
as to one form of bathing. 

There has been much said relative to cold baths, as a "hardening" 
system to inure Ihe body against colds. 1 h« Itevc ihe cold bath, when 
taken in the ordhiary house, is iar more of a menace to heahh than a 
possible benefit. 

Draughts aie dangerous, inasmuch as Ihey suddenly < heck the 
finer arterolea on the surface of ihe skin in a circumscribed afca. Es- 
pecially is the in neons rr^cinhiane sensitive to such changes, and to 
prevent this nature has to a degree evolved the fine hairs in our nos- 
trils, which serve not only as a sieve against dust, but as well to warm 
the current of air as it is inspired. 

My idea is not to speak against ventilation, lor that should ncvef 
be neglected, but proper ventilation nwy be obtained in any moderately 
sized loom wiili due regard and care not to allow the person to be 
within the draught. 

I do not beNeve In sleeping with Ihe windows open in the depth 
of winter — for rheumatism and colds, if not wt^rse con-plications, art 
sure to arise hi the great majority of cases. At night the vitality ol 
the body is lowest and toward morning it is at its lowest ebb, and 
wariiith applied eNtcrn.illy I'V means of good blanketing saves the 
body much work in manufacturing calorics, or units of heat. 

Those that sleep in rooms well ventilated in the daytime, well 
cov red with l)I.ni,k( t> at nif;ht, are far wiser than those who prtlcr the 
open-air scheme, which even the animals avoid. 

It is well to remember that vitality is lowest in the early hours 
knd that tlie majority of deaths occur at the early hoorSy the ebb fid^ 
9l vital force.

The oontiug uf Ur. liugerM wau an 
epoch event in the hixtoi y of Berea. 
He came also as a young man and 
nobly bore the yoke with Brother Fee 
when the boideoa aad difficulties 
ware hard to bear. Dr. Rogers' 
aeholarly mind and symjiathetic lov 
ing nature wan an inH|iiiAtioD to 
•tudeiils and citiz'-iis alike He anil 
Brother Fee Huppleinented each other 
well, and eual)l»xl the Church to 
speak in two places at once, so that 
when one preached in Batea the 
olbw p r eac h ed at Kerby Knob or 
Irvine or Boone'e Oap. Bow blessed 
are we that our dear Brother Bogera 
is with w today, and that he ia peir- 
miited to M-e th" time that ao long 
ago he saw by faith!
